"It is. understood that China charged nothing 
for the concession, and that the indempity it 
offers for the forfeited privilege reimbunes the 
company for all the money ithas spentin the 
enterprise, We have setn no proposition from 
Mr. Morgan nor his royal partner to payChina 
anything for a renewal of the forfeited conces- 
sion, Instead of this they seem busy misin« 
forming the world as to the facts of the tase.’ 
‘jhe United States had some experience in 
railroad _ concessions in the building of the 
Central and Union Pacific. And" it is recent 
history that it exacted the pound of flesh 
{rom both of those corporations, its policy 
being quite different from that of China, 
which offers indemnity to a corparatiod that 
has defaulted in its undertaking, 

We hope the time has gone by whin white 
men and their Governments could do as they 
pleased in China, regardless of the principles 
of justice and the requirements of right The 
future of the white race in China, as far as it 
has any business in thatempire, should depend 
upon the record it makes for honesty an fair 
dealirig. Under the circumstances Mr, Morgan 
and his associates have ro case for an appeal 
to intervention by the United’ States, They 
have, nat b en denied justice. Their conces- 
sion has not been taken from them, though 
forfeited, and there is nothing in their situation 
for treatment by diplomacy. * 

_ If they were dealing with any other Govern- 
ment they would have been ousted immediate- 
ly upon their default. “They have no reason’ 
for a campaign of sympathy in this country.

The estimates of the Government revenue 


‘and expenditure for 1906 have now been 


published, and although they do not exhibit 
any features of unusual |mportance—the 
estimates, indeed, showing a decrease in 
expenditure as compared with. this year— 
there are many suggestive ‘items which will 
interest all who have the welfare of the 
Colony at heart.; The Appropriation Bill 
calls for $5,717,276, 8 quarter of which is 
required for what is ‘called “ Public Works 
Extraordinary.” The increases total $334, 
446, but the decreases amount ‘to $118,237. 


“| actually, To start with the estimated ye 


venue, it has to be noted that while the total 
estimate for 1905 was $7,198,611 the revenue 
for last year was 96,809,047, while the esti- 
mate for next year is $7,347.395) which is a 
satisfactory sign of the steady progress being 
made in the Colony. In the explanatory 
remarks on the various items of revenuc, a 
rather piquant note appears against the es- 
timate for carriage and chair licenses, “The 
estimate for this year was £95,000, but that 
has been increased to $109,200 because the 
“ decrease in revenue anticipated fram tram: 
The 
advent of the New Peak ‘Tramway, however, 
should have a marked effect on the chair 
licenses, but even had the Bill been passed a 
third time this afternoon the line is hardly 
likely to be ready until the end of next year, 
The number of junks is increasing ‘with the 
result that the estimate has been increased to 
$52,000, which is $3,000 higher than the 
estimate for this year—a safe estimate .con- 
sidering that in 1904 the revenue from this 
source was $52,942. ‘Those who fancy they’ 
can see the decadence of Hongkong as a 
shipping port need have no fear on the sub- 
ject, because the eminently safe Government 
expect an increase in the Light Dues owing 
to the “inercase in shipping.” There i is, of 
course; a‘reduction in the Opium Farm 
returns, the monopoly having been reduced 
by $15,000 per month since ‘ist November 
last; and whereas the estimate for this year 
was $220,000, for next year it is $2,040,000. 
One of those evidences of prosperity which is 
the eurest sign that money is easy appears 
in the bald statement that a reduction is 
anticipated i in the retuins from pawnbrokers’ 
licenses. The note to this item merely says 
“some shops closed,” ‘but we may take it as 
an accepted fact that pawnshops do not 
close so long as business is brisk ; and busi 
ness with them: is only at the top notch 
And yet, almost 
sardonically, there follows another entry which 
‘would seem to give the lie direct to this 
suggestion-that better and brighter days are 
in store, for while the estimate for the Official 
Receiver's department this year was $2,000, 
itis anticipated that next year $5,000 will 
be obtained and the sole explanation of this 
increase is conveyed in the words—" More 
bankruptcies.” - How the Government cr, 
anybody‘alse can foretell the revenue deriy- 
able from bankruptcies is a mystery, but 
they do it; so there the matter rests. It {5. 
satisfactory to notice that there is an increase 
expected in the number of scholars attending 
the’public schools, which means, of course, 
a corresponding increase in the fees received; 
the estimate for 1906 is 831,250 as compar 
ed with $29,800 this year. A 45,000 in- 
crease in the Post Office revenue does not 
seem very'much, but as there is no reason 
given why this small increase is expected we 
have to take it that the Postal-authorities 
are not hopeful that the increasing number 
of scholars will bring a greater volume of 
business to the Post Office.
